NEW YORK (CP)—A hold-up 
man identified as the one who 
robbed the Trans-Canada Air 
Lines office hefe of $150 last 
Dec. 5 was sfiot and killed by 
detectives Thursday night in an 
attempted hold-up of the same 
office.
